16 HAD LOWERED TARIFFS 





Voluntary Action, However, 
Does Not Defer Examination 
Into Affairs of 17 Companies. 





WASHINGTON, July 1.—A sweeping 


investigation of all of the express com- 
panies in the United States, affected by 
the interstate commerce laws, today wias 
ordered. by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission on its own motion. 
Evidently it was in anticipation of 
this action by the that 
practically all of the express companies, 
with the exception of the Long Island, 


late yesterday afternoon ffiled new 
tariffs which are beleved to be rna- 
terial reductions in rates. 

It. was said today that it would re- 
quire several months to compare thiese 
rates with those now in existence. 

It was announced, however, that the 
filing of the new rates would not jaf- 
fect the proposed investigation in any 
way. This investigation will be one of 
the widest in seope ever undertaken by 
the commission, and not only will, be an 
inquiry into rates, but will include ithe 
practices, accounts and revenues of ithe 
various companies. 

Business Firms Complained. ° 

More than a year ago a number of ithe 
leading commercial organizations of \the 
country petitioned the commission for a 
general investigation into the rates and* 
methods of the express companies, and 
in. its order today the commission says 
that the inquiry is ordered “to deter- 
mine whether such rates, classifications, 
regulations or practices or any of them 
are unjust or unreasonable or unjustly 
discriminatory, or unduly preferential 
or prejudiciak or otherwise in violation 
of the provisions of said act and to de- 
termine the manner and method ‘in 
which the business of said express oom- 
panies and each of them is conducted.” 

The following carriers are named aa 
parties defendant in the proceedings: 

Adams, American Borough, Canadian, 
Canadian Northern, ‘Davenport and Ma- 
sons, Dodd and Childs, Dunlaps, Ear! 
and Prews, Globe, Great Northern, Mor- 
ris, European and American, National, 
New England, New York and Baston 
Despatch, Northern, Pacific, Southern, 
United States, Wells Fargo, Westcott 
and Western Express, companies; the 
Worcester Despatch, Dart & Co., Man- 
hattan Delivef%y Co. and the New En- 
gland Despatch Co., ‘“‘and also the nat- 
ural persons above named and each of 
them who are engaged in such express 
business under the above xames.”’ 

Combinations Only Affected, 

The reductions in express rates filed 
yesterday are said to be important only 
so far as they affect what are known 
technically as combination rates—ithat 
is instances in which shipments are 

made by two companies to a final @ésti: 
nation. 

Express combination rates long have 
been figured on a graduated scalle of 
weights based upon 100 pounds. The 
rate on a 100-pound package is one dol- 
lar, for instance, by the Adams Ewipress 
Co. to a junction point with the United 
States Express Co. and one dollar from 
that. junction point to the shipment’s 
destination. The combined rate would be 
two dollars. By the terms of the pro- 
posed tariffs the combined rate would 
be $1.60—a reduction of 15 per cent. 


By reason of varying distances and 
varying weights? of shipments, the 
percentage of the reduction als va- 
ries between points of origin and 
points of destination, but the average 
reduction on combinations of gradu- 
ated rates is approximately 17 per 
cent. So far the examination of the 
new tariffs filed with the commis- 
sion discloses no reductions in 
straight rates by single companies, 
except in instances where manifest 
injustice «apparently heretofore has 
been done. 

The proposed tariffs which are to 
become effective on Aug. 1, will be 
included in the inquiry instituted to- 
day by the commission. If the in- 
quiry should show that the reductions 
are not, in the opinion orf the com- 
mission, sufficient to meet the re- 
quirements of express commerce, 
they undoubtedly will be further re- 
duced. 


16 VOLUNTARILY 
REDUCE TARIFFS 


WASHINGTON, July 1.—Membders of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
were taken by surprise when bulky 
packages were delivered to them con- 
taining new express teriffs frora all 
the express companies in the United 
States except the Long Island Co.

On Cross-Examination Admits 
She Didn’t Hear Other Mes- 
sages and Gives a Reason.

WASHINGTON, July 1.—Miss Fran- 
ces S. Carroll, telephone operator in 
the office of the Edward Hines Lum- 
ber. Co., had the distinction today of 
being the first’ woman to take the 
witness stand in the present Lorimer 
inquiry. She testified regarding tele- 
phoné conversations held by Edward 
Hines on May 26, the day Senator 
Lorimer was elected. 

The witness said she had been with 
the lumber company 10 years. She 
read her record of long-distance calls 
on May 26. 
Among the entries was: “Gov- De- 
neen at Springfield to Mr. Hines, 10:25 
to 19:29,” and “Mr. Lorimer at Spring- 
fiéld to Mr. Hines, 11:40 to 11:42.” 
These dates correspond with Hines’ 
testimony ‘regarding the _ telephone 
conversations. Miss Carroll said that 
Hines talked to Gov. Deneen from the 
Continental Bank. 

Miss Carroll declared that she over- 
heard the conversation between Gov. 
Hines and detailed it 
practically as Hines had described it. 
She denied that Hines said he would 
come to Springfield with all the 
money needed to elect Lorimer as 
others have testified. 

“Can you say why you remember 
this conversation?” inquired Attorney 
Farrar. 

Why She Remembered. | 
“Well, as it was the first time I 
hid ever had Gov. Deneen on the 
wire, I listened.” Then, after a pause, 
she added: , 

“I have lived in Senator Lorimer'’s 
district and know his family and it 
certainly was a very interesting con- 
versation and I paid particular atten- 
tion to it.” 

Attorney J. J. Healy for the, com- 
mittee cross-examined the witness. 
He asked her if she could recall any 
of the other eight long-distance or 
80 odd local calls through her ex- 
change on that day. She could not. She 
could not remember what kind of day 
May 26 was. She testified that the 
first time her attention was directed 
to the conversation was “When Mr. 
Cook testified before the Helm com- 
mittee,’ 23 months afterward. 
Healy’ asked Miss Carroll if she 
could recall the dates and substance 
of any other long-distance conversa- 
tion Hines had had during the 10 
vears of her employment. Sze could 
not recall any except two. 

“Why do these two stand out above 
all others, that you can remember?” 


Carney Takes the Stand, 
‘Principally because of. Mr. Deneen, 


what Mr. Cook testified to and my in- 
terest in Mr. Lorimer.”’ 

Miss Carroll explained that she was 
not personally acquainted with the Lori- 
mers but Was a communicant at the 
church in which Mrs. Lorimer sang. 
Fred Carney of the Carney Lumber 
Mo., Marinette, Wis., also took the 
stand today. His testimony agreed -vith 
Hines’ description of how Funk ap- 
proached him at the Union League Club. 
It was in this conversation that Funk 
declared Hines asked him to contribute 
to a Lorimer election fund, whereas 
Hines testified that Funk asked for the 
privilege of contributing to such a fund. 
Mr. Carney said he heard nrothing of 
the conversation.

no one will be harmed and many per- 
haps, helped on the whole, by publishing 
the facts.”’ ; 

“The cases cited by Judge Goode fully 
sustained the views by him expressed. 

“The next question is, was there 
malice shown in’ the publication of the 
article? 

“Primarily, where the words used are 
actionabie per se, malice is presumed, 
but this, like all other presumptions 
which take the place of, evidence, is a 
rebutable presumption, and the presump- 
tion may be conclusively destroyed by 
the facts and circumstances. 

‘In the case at bar the jury in effect 


found that there was no express malice. 


The jury refused to find punitive dam- 
ages, thus indicating that the jury 
was satisfied there was no evidence of 
express malice. All the facts tend to 
show that this arti¢le was published in 
good faith as a matter of public con- 
cern, and it was matter of great public 
concern. 
‘Practically all the evidence shows 
that there was no malice toward the 
plaintiff in the publication of the article. 
The plaintiff in an effort to show ex- 
press malice introduced certain previous 
publications from ‘defendant's paper. 
Even though from the words taken 
alone there was raised the presump- 
tion, presumptions of this class disap- 
pear upon appearance of evidence. 

“So, if the petition be not chal- 
lenged -by way of demurrer, in 
limine, and the case be fully devel- 
oped on trial, and if under the plead- 
ings and evidence no case is made 
the court may take the case from the 
jury by a peremptory instruction In 
the nature of a demurrer. So far as 
above inditated, libel suits, though 
sul juris (in a sense) are subject to 
those rules of practice found wise 
and useful in administering justice 
generally in the courts.”

| Passengers of Ill-Fated Steamer 


Spokane Are Returned to 
Seattle. 





By Associated Press. 
SEATTLE, Wash., July 1.—The steam- 
ship Admiral Sampson arrived from the 


North today, bringing the bodies of Mrs. 


Gardner F. Williams of Washington, D. 
C., and Oakland, Cal., and Mrs.’ J. E: 
Strauss of Philadelphia, who died when 
the ‘steamship Spokane was wrecked 
Thursday night. The surviving passen- 
gers of the Spokane also returned on the 
Admiral Sampson. 

Mrs. Williams was found drowned in 
a toilet room of the Spokane. Apparent- 
ly she had fainted and was unable to 
escape. Mrs. Strauss died of heart fail- 


ure after the Spokane struck. ~* 
The steamship Spokane was built 


especially for the Glacier excursion 
service at Alaska and carried 160 ex- 
cursionists when she sailed from Seat- 
tle last Wednesday. 

Shortly before midnight Thursday, 
after all passengers had retired, the 
Spokane, passing through perilous Sey- 
mour Narrows, where many stout ships, 
including the American man-of-war 
Arnac, have met their doom, struck 
heavily on Ripple Rock, which divides 
the channel. The tide carried the Spo- 
kane northward out of the Narrows 
and the steamship was guided into 
Plumber Ba ybefore she sank. 

The passengers scrambled to the up- 
per: deck and were taken to shore in 
the small boats. When the roll was 
called it was found that two women 


were missing. A search revealed iie 


ba@djies. 

The passengers were offered the 
privilege of continuing their Alaska 
voyage on the steamship City of Se- 
attle, which arrived at Plumper Bay 
soon after the Spokane foundered, but 
none wished to seek further adven- 
ture. 

A survey of the Spokane has not 
been made, but shipping men belleve 
that the vessel, value dat $400,000, is 
a total loss, The starboard bow was 
caved im and the hold was flooded.

Operator Tells Senate Commit- 
teé She Remembers Talks 
With Deneen and Lorimer. 








SAYS SHE HELD KEY OPEN 





On Cross-Examination Admits 
She Didn’t Hear Other Mes- 
sages and Gives a Reason.

WASHINGTON, July 1.—Miss Fran- 
ces 8S. Carroll, telephone operator in 
the office of the Edward Hines Lum- 
ber Co., had the distinction today of 
being the first woman to take the 
witness stand in the present Lorimer 
inquiry. She testified regarding tele- 
phone conversations held by Edward 
Hines on May 26, the day Senator 
Lorimer was elected. 
The witness said she had been with 
the lumber company 10 years, She 
read her record of long-distance calls 
on May 26. 
Among the entries was: “Gov- De- 
neen at Springfield to Mr. Hines, 10:25 
to 19:29,” and “Mr. Lorimer at Spring- 
fiéld to Mr. Hines, 11:40 to 11:42.” 
These dates correspond with Hines’ 
testimony regarding the telephone 
conversations. Miss Carroll said that 
Hines talked to Gov. Deneen from the 
Continental Bank. 
Miss Carroll declared that she over- 
heard-.the conversation between Gov. 
and Hines and ‘detailed it 
practically as Hines had described it. 
She denied that Hines said he would 
come to Springfield with all the 
money needed to elect Lorimer as 
others have testified. 
“Can you.say why you remember 
this conversation?” inquired Attorney 
Farrar. 

Why She Remembered. 
“Well, as it was the first time I 
had ever had Gov. Deneen on the 
wire, I listened.” Then, after a pause, 
she added: 
“IT have lived in debater Lorimer'’s 
district and know his family and it 
certainly was a very-interesting con- 
versation and I paid particular atten- 
tion to it.” 
Attorney J. J. Healy for the com- 
mittee cross-examined the, witness. 
He asked her if she could recall any 
of the other eight long-distance or 
80 odd local calls through her ex- 
change on that day. Shé could not. She 
could not remember what kind of day 
May 26 was. She testified that the 
first time her attention was directed 
to the conversation was “When Mr. 
Cook testified before the Helm com- 
mittee,” 23 months afterward. 
Healy asked Miss Carroll if she 
could recall the dates and substance 
of any other long-distance conversa- 
tion Hines had had during the 10 
years of her employment. Sze could 
not recall any except two. 
“Why do these two stand out above 
all others, that you can remember?” 


Carney Takes the Stand, 
“principally because of Mr. Deneen, 


what Mr. Cook testified to and my in- 
terest in Mr. Lorimer.”’ 

Miss Carroll explained that she was 
not personally acquainted with the Lori- 
mers but

no one will be harmed and many per- 
haps helped on the whole, by publishing 
the facts.’’ 

‘The cases cited by Judge Goode fully 
sustained the views by him expressed. 

“The next question is, was there 
malice shown in the publication of the 
x Swetctsochl 

‘Primarily, where the words used are 

actionabie per se, malice is presumed, 
but this, like all other presumptions 
which take the place of, evidence, is a 
rebutable presumption, and the presump- 
tion may be conclusively destroyed by 
the facts and circumstances. | 

‘In the case at bar the jury in effect 


found that there was no express malice. 


The jury refused to find punitiye dam- 
ages, thus indicating that the jury 
was satisfied there was no evidence of 
express malice. All the facts tend to 
show that this article was published in 
good faith as a matter of public con- 
cern, and it was matter of great public 


jconcern. 


‘Practically all the evidence shows 
that there was no malice toward the 
plaintiff in the publication of the article. 
The plaintiff in an effort to show ex- 
press malice introduced certain previous 
publications from defendant's paper. 
Even though from the words taken 
alone there was raised the presump- 
tion, presumptions of this class disap- 
pear upon appearance of evidence. 
if the petition be not chal- 
lenzed by way of demurrer, in 
limine, and the case be fully devel- 
oped on trial, and if under the plead- 
ings and evidence no case’is made 
the court may take the case from the 
jury by a peremptory instruction In 
the nature of a demurrer. So far as 
above indicated, libel suits, though 
sui juris (in a sense) are subject to 
those rules of practice found wise 
and useful in administering justice 
generally in the courts.” 

There were other articles from che 
same paper introduced in evidence, 
the court said. In some it was shown 
that the Post-Dispatch was instru- 
mental in having the property of 
these corporations taxed.

SEATTLE, Wash., July 1.—The steam- 
ship Admiral Sampson:-arrived from the 
North today, bringing the bodies of Mrs. 


Gardner F. Williams of. Washington, D. 
C., and Oakland, Cal., and Mrs. J. E. 
Strauss of Philadelphia, who died when 
the ‘steamship Spokane was wrecked 
Thursday night. The surviving passen- 
gers of the Spokane also returned on the 
Admiral Sampson. 


Mrs. Williams was found drowned. in. 


a toilet room of the Spokane. Apparent- 
ly she had fainted and was unable to 
escape. Mrs. Strauss died of heart fail- 


ure after the Spokane struck. 
The steamship Spokane was built 


especially for the Glacier excursion 
service at Alaska and carried 160 ex- 
cursionists when she sailed from Seat- 
tle last Wednesday. 

Shortly before midnight Thursday, 
after all passengers had retired, the 
Spokane, passing through perilous Sey- 
mour Narrows, where many stout ships, 
including the American man-of-war 
Arnac, have met their doom, struck 
heavily on Ripple Rock, which divides 
the channel, The:tide carried the Spor 
kane northward out of the Narrows 
and the steamship was guided into 
Plumber Ba ybefore she sank. 

The passengers scrambled to the up- 
per deck and were taken to shore im 
the small boats. When the roll was 


called it was found that two women’ 


were missing.

The passengérs were offered the 
privilege of continuing their Alaska 
voyage on the steamship City of se 
attle, which arrived at Plumper Bay 
soon after the Spokane foundered, but 
none wished to seek further adven- 
ture.

TWO YEARS OF ALTEN MILLER. ° 

It is with a feeling of keen regret that St. Louis ie 
must regard the going away of Alten §$. Miller. 
Two years ago he came out of the East to assume 
the presidency of Union Electric and the trials 
and tribulations incident thereto. He had a mis- 
sion to perform and, although what he came to 
do and what he did were radically different, we 
hasten to reassure him that he leaves no record 
of failure behind.. They have bean a fruitful two 
years for Mr. Miller, for the elect#ic monopoly 
and for St. Louis. He found a rampant. octopus 
and an insurgent community. He leaves a ram- 
pant community and an insurgent octopus. 

This is not a distinction without a difference. 
It is a very practical] reversal of the situation. The 
city is now sitting on the prostrate form of the 
struggling octopus, whereas, when Mr. Miller 
came, the octopus was astride the prostrate form 
of the struggling city. In bringing about this 
change Mr. Miller played a prominent part. 

He had an idea that a public service corpora- 
tion, being a public servitor, should be on terms 
of amity with the public it served. This was a 
unique idea only in its application to Union Elec- 
tric. But by patient and persevering effort he 
succeeded in weaning that corporation away from 
its primal impulses. Six months after his arrival 
it, was. possible for a mere consumer to enter the 
corporate lair without fear of being scowled into 
submission. Six months later still it became a 
pleasure for the mere consumer to enter and yield 
up his tribute. 

This was a mafked change. The feeling grew 
that if Mr. Miller had his way, justice would creep 
into the rates for electric: current and, instead of 
an artificial.amity based on popular preference 
‘|for being robbed politely, would come a heartfelt 
cordiality born of mutual confidence. 

Unfortunately Mr. Miller could not assert him- 
self to such an extent. Left to himself he would 
have done so. But the leopard couldn’t change 
all his spots and Mr. Miller couldn’t change the 
rates charged. He could not correct a record or 
remake history. And he could not oppose the 
Public Service Commission with anything better 
than logic and reason of the half-baked incorpo- 
rated brand. 

He lost his case in the valuation of the com- 
pany’s property and his belated rate schedule was 
ignored. Could he have done more? Union Elec- 
tric decided to fight and this was the end. Mr. 
‘Miller could not subordinate his convictions to 
his loyalty. He could not reconcile decency and 
injustice. So he resigned. 

Therefore St. Louis regrets his departure. He 
did much. Things electrical are better because 
he was here. We can only hope they will not be 
worse because he is gone. The progress made in 
the two years has enheartened us. We foresee, 
dimly, it is true, the time when {t will be possible 
for a man to be president of a public utility and 
stil] ‘retain his sense of justice, fairness and truth.

His humming-bird ship of the 
air had hardly shot up over the west 
bank, of the river before that husky 
Harvard crew began to dig into the 
water and hurl their shell out into the 
lead at what looked like a bow length 
to a heave. True, the Crimson had 
the best of it from the very first stroke 
and before the eight red-tipped oars 
had dropped into the water for the third 
time the watchers in the News Haven 
train far across the river knew that 
the Cambridge boat led. The Harvard 
hosts acclaimed the fact with academic 
calm, They had expected it, or at least 
they were willing to state at the mo- 
ment that they had expected it, though 
the truth is they were more than a bit 
unnerved by the. weird stories that had 
emerged from Gales Ferry that Ken- 
nedy, had a crew that could row.

“PAY ENVELOPES.” 
AMES OPPENHEIM’S latest coh 
a lection of stories is now in volume 
under the title ‘“‘Pay Envelopes” 
While the author still gives us some 
pictures of life in the East Side of New 
York, he has really transferred his 
field of activity, or rather observation, 


Hirea*City.” With rare spympathy he 
foows the workers from the huts 
which they call homes into the mills 
where they are cogs of the wheels of 
a vast machine. 
their work, when they became for the 
most part people bereft df souls. But he 
does not fail to see. the divine spark 
asserting itself now and again. In 
such moments the mere cog becomes 4 
ruman being, with the feelings, desires, 
pessions, ideals and aspirations of 4 
human being. 

In a “skipable Preface” Mr. Oppen- 
beim accounts for ‘his manner of wnt- 
ing. He intimates that the lack of 
finish, of which his critics have ,;com- 
plained, is due to the “gemocracy 
court.” The modern author, according 
to Oppenheim, who writes for all “‘must 
jabor for simplicity of structure and 
utterance.” He says that his stories 
ere only attempts in this direction. 

‘The author is somewhat of a pioneer 
in this work as far as the genera! 
magazine world is concerned. The So- 
clalist and labor press jas in the past 
published stories dealing with the lives 
‘of the workers, but the general muga- 
zine writers have written rather about 
the middle class and particularly ahout 
the ‘calf love’’ of this class. Seldom 
has the worker visited the brain cells 
of . these writers. Oppenheim has 
looked into their souls and tried to give 
expression to what he saw. 

In this volume he gives glimpses into 
the souls of ‘“‘Hunkeys’’ and other for- 
eigners who are lured by steamshir 
agents to American shores~ and are 
swallowed up body and soul in. the 
roaring, seething mills of Pittsburg, 
where their bodies are made into steel 
and their souls molten out of shape 
and almost beyond recognition. 

Although Oppenheim sees the ‘bare 
souls of his people he does not incline 
toward pessimism. He’ sees;the good 
that will come of it all. Even in the 
dark mine where the frail body of a 
child is ground into coal and his little 
unformed soul is almost stunted, Op- 
penheim sees the dawn of a better 
day to come. As he puts it: 
great Dream of the Ages has penetrated 
the belly of the monster, for good or 
for evil, but forever. A_ visioh -has 
come to a passionate boy, and we hu- 
man beings are ested alone by our vis- 
icons.” 

The stories are worth rqading. For the 
most part they are not as wordy as 


were his other stories: Oppenheim is 
fulfilling the promise. He is writing 
oetter than he did before. He is a 
young man and will surely be one of 
the shining lights of American litera- 
ture.” His style may differ from that 
of other writers, as his subjects cer- 
tainly do. But he is that rare ,article 
a real American writer interpreting 
America to herself. (B. W. Huebsch.), 
“TORCHY.” 
¢ ORCHY” is Sewel Ford's latest 
T vehicle for the retailing of his 
human nature stories, and a 
likable sort of a boy he 1s, despite the 
fact tha® he seems most too well ac- 
quainted with the various phases ot 
life for a red-headed office boy of his 
rather indefinite age. His career—in the 
book bearing his name—begins with his 
connection with a fake mining scheme 
and then he goes to the Currugated 
Trust and becomes confidential agent 
to the son and heir of the trust presi- 
dent. 

“Torchy,’’ the book, is a collection ot 
short stories, any one of which is read- 
able and some of which have a touch of 
romance told in office-boy lahguage. 
There are phrases here and theré that 
stick—as did those from the mouth of 
Prof. McCabe—and bits of sarcasm that 
hit home. Not a few of the stories 
have a touch of pathos that more than 
offsets. the frankness with which the 
stories are told. 

All of the stories have been printed 
and they did not need much working 
over to put them into book form, and 
the readers of slang stories wil] expect 
more volumes from {‘Torchy,’’ who is 
very up-to-date in all that he does, says 
or sees.

He ad- 
vises that you are seeking mere profit 
for the hours employed that you read 
the poultry advertisements, rent some- 
one’s back lot and grow rich by count- 
ing your chicken before they are hatch- 
ed. 

The amateur gardener will find this 
book a pleasure ‘to read and a valuable 
guides It is not a acientific volume—at 
least it is not written in scientific terms 
and thé author may or may oot know 
anything about botany. But he does

SIDELIGHTS ON SOCTALISM 
OHN SPRAGUE, author pt many 

works on Socialism and ° social 

reform, has written a book which 
“Sidelights on Contemporary 
These sidelights will be of 
interest to the Socialist, as well as* to 
the non-Socialist. To the former they 
will give a picture of certain phases of 
his own movement. To the latter it 
will show what is going on at present 
in @ movement which fs asserting itself 
more and more in this country just 
now. The book is compiled from lec- 
tures intended for Socialists. 

The first part is given over to ‘‘Marx, 
Iveader and Guide.” It is mainly a 
tribute to the founder of -modern So- 
Cialism by his efficient. biographer. 
{t is a plea for a saner and more sep- 
sible study of the life and work of 
Marx than is generally found among 
those who call themselves his follow- 
ers. In concluding this part of the 
book Spargo says:' “So long as we 
neglect Marx the poet and prophet, 
Marx the philosopher will only be half 
revealed to us, a dim figure wrapped in 
impenetrable shadows. Surely, it is 
not too much t®& hope that we shall 
pay inereasing attention to Marx's life 
as the surest and safest guide to the 
essential meaning of his written and 
spoken word. For his is the greatest 
name in our annals; he kindled a bea-- 
econ fire upon the hills of time to guide 
the faltering feet of humanity in its 
pilgrimage to the Promised Land.” 

The second part is devoted to anti- 
intellectualism in the Socialist move- 
ment. Like J. W. Ghent, Spargo, too, 
points out the absurdity of looking down 
upon the intellectuals who give their 
best effort to the Socialist movement. 
He gives a history of this evil which 
has been present from time to time 
ever since .the inception of Socialism. 
He proves conclusively that the same 
kin of demagogues who intrigue 
against “intellectuals” in the move- 
ment today were at work in the days 
of Marx and Engels trying to banish 
the founders of modern Socialism from 
the Socialist movement as ‘“‘burgois in- 
tellectuals.’’ He concludes this chapter: 
“There is a working class movement 
primarily, and no conspiracy can change 
that essential characteristic. But to at- 
tempt to: exclude from active partict- 
pation in it all who are not manual 
laborers is either the counsel of fools 
or of traitors. If such an attempt 
were to succeéd it would doom the move- 
ment to defeat. A working-class move- 
ment which deliberately refused to avail 
itself of all the gifts of intellect and 


education at its command would be 
doomed to pursue forever the futile task 


of plowing in sand.”’ 

In the last part of the book Sparge 
tells of the influence of Marx on con- 
temporary Socialism. He takes issue 
with those who contend that Marxism is 
on the decline and that Marx is losing 
his hold on the movement." He asserts 
that the contrary {fs true, and that Marx 
himself dominates the movement per- 
haps more than ever before, He insists 
that “In revolting against this ‘Marx- 
ism’ the Socialist movement is, in fact. 
following the leadership of Marx him- 
self, and the tendency represents a 
wholesome return to the teachings of 
Marx." In conclusion Spargo sum- 
marizes: 

“There may bé said-to be two kinds 
of. ‘Marfism,’ the one consisting of a 
body of theoretical and philosophical 
generalizations,

DESIGNS FOR THE MAGAZINES.” 
HE verses of Anne Cleveland 
Cheney have been appreciated by 
readers of the Atlantic Monthly, 
Putnams and other maga- 
zines. As now collected with others In a 
handsome volume, its title in chief is 
“By the Sea.” ‘The poems have a 
wider range than the title suggests. 
Their author has seen, felt, read and 
thought much. She writes English ad- 
mirably. She has a delicate ear. She 
is developing the artistic faculty in a 
way which shows she can go on devel- 
oping it as she likes. Thus far, she 
may not have understood clearly the 
différence between what she may like 
best and what artistic magazine editors 
like. Magazines need neat and careful 
designs for the head and foot of their 
pages. These head and tail pieces re- 
quire art. No one can make them with- 
out a scientific knowledge of the prin- 
ciples of design. Each part must show 
art. <All‘parts must correspond. They 
must be carefully balanced, part with 
part. When this is learned, anyone who 
can stencil the different parts can pro- 
duce the pleasing effects required. Mag- 
azine editors are judges Of art in these 
designs, whether written for print or 
drawn in India ink. They like variety 
and novelty. They often pay well for it. 
This makes a very considerable field 
for talent. When the English language 
is arranged carefully in artistic de- 
signs, they are often worth collecting 
from different magazines for permanent 
preservation by the artist. The collec- 
tion Anne Cleveland Cheney has made 
has a value beyond this. It shows that 
she is entirely justified in using’ her 
own judgment, her own taste, her own 
sense of fitness, her own enthusiasm, 
her own freedom, in writing her own 
poems, She knows all. magazine edi- 
tors need of designing. She can use it 
in expressing what the magazines do 
not demand from poets, though the 
world does. Life is calling for higher 
expressign. (Sherman, French & Co., 


Boston.)

If he does 
not actually know as much now as any- 
one will ever need to know of war as 
a science, he knows enough for his own 
purposes. He can tell scientifically why 
his tentmate was killed at Gettysburg. 
He can show how and where and why 
the lives of thousands of ‘‘boys’’ in blue 
or fn butternut were thrown away as 
they obeyed orders. ‘In “Gettysburg, 
the Pivotal battle of the Civil War,’ he 
does that which will make the wars 
of the future formifable to their great 
chieftains. He survives. He studies. 
He learns. He passes final judgment 
on behalf of the ‘“‘boys’’ who died as 
a result of the blunders of famous lead- 
ers. As a survivor, he asks himself 
“Why? and never. stops. until he 
knows what the great leaders thought 
of as science and art, in moving men 
to death by brigades and divisions. He 
calls them to judgment, kindly, but as 
decisively as a grandfather passes judg- 
ment on the blunders of his own pos- 
terity. To Lee he says in effect: “You 
generally had more sense about war 
than almost any other general in mo@d- 
ern history, but if Providence eyer in- 
terferes in our fights any more than 
it does in dog fights, !t mmst have 
paralyzed your brains at Gettysburg.” 
So, in effect, he says to Meade: “You 
won no battle at Gettysburg. You lost 
it over and over by your blunders, 
while you were in a position where they 
could not be as fatal as those of Lee.” 
The old soldier of the Iron Brigade has 
no malice left. He is mot a critic. He 
writes because he was there and was 
not buried there, as were thousands of 
‘“‘boys’’ he saw falling around him. His 
book is a book for ‘“‘the boys.” It be. 
longs to the record on which the future 
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will judge military greatness, If it is 
not the most remarkable of the many 
books written about Gettysburg, it may 
be at least one of those which will be 
as decisive among the rest as was the 
battle itself among other battles. It 
gives military greatness something to 
think of. In 40 years after the end of 
any war the boy whose tentmate was 
killed because the Commander-in-Chief 
blundered for love of glory or for any 
other cause may know more about the 
science of war than the Commander-in- 
Chief. Then comes the call to judg- 
ment. (A. C. McClurg & Co., Chicago.)

Robert 
Valentine Necksher, writes in the mode 
of promitive man*regardless of study 
and of books. His volume ‘Through 
Dust to light’ is called ‘‘poems of an 
apprenticeship.” It is ttroduced to re- 
viewers by a statement that Sir Lewis 
Morris thinks well of the author. The 
author calls his work ‘‘miserable,’’ but 
he opens in the first line with the un- 
qualified statement that he has known 
“tremendous things.’”” The rest of his 
book shows, that he ‘has felt them 
deeply. _He has acquired a stock of 
“cosmic ideas’’ which might outfit Sir 
Lewis Morris and a dozeg other writers 
of elegant English with suspicions of 
what nobody knows. He comes nearer 
getting off the earth in looking it over 
than almost anyone has done since Wil- 
liam Blake.

“While 
he is likely to ignore and violate all 
precedents of writing English gram- 
matically or riythmically on any page, 
nearly every page has some suggestion 
of the same sort of profounu primitive 
feeling which disordered the mind of 
Blake.
